It took only a matter of minutes 
Tuesday night for the Wilmington 
School Committee and the Wil- 
mington ‘Board of Selectmen to fill 
the vacancy left by the death of 
long-time School Committman 
John Brooks. Mitchell Spiris was 
the unanimous choice of both 
boards in a quick roll call vote. 

Though both Spiris and Frank 
West submitted written applications 
for the open seat, Selectman Jim 
Stewart nominated Spiris because 
he was "the most qualified person 
we've heard from.” 

However, Stewart warmed against 
setting a “dangerous precedent” in 
automatically granting an empty 
seat to a runner-up in an election. 
Spiris ran a close third for school 
committee in the town election last 
spring. Incumbent Bob Peterson 
and newcomer Shirley Callan won 
that election. 


Rocco DePasquale and Phil 
Fenton said that Spiris' application 
was enhanced by his ccntinuing 
interest in the open seat. Bridge 
Zukas called Spiris “an admirable 
person.” 

"The shoes to be filled are big 
ones,” Spiris told both boards after 
the vote, adding that he hoped he 
could show the same kind of 
dedication as John Brooks. 

Spiris brings a welath of 
experience to the board. He was a 
teacher-coach for six years, and an 
administrator for 23 years, serving 
as a department head, school 
business official, assistant 
Superintendent and acting superin- 
tendent in Lexington. He has served 
as a school personnel consultant 
from 1979 to the present. 

He is past president of the 
Lexington Rotary Club, the Mass 
Association of Schoo! Business 
Officials and the School Executive 


Association. 

Spiris received both his BS and 
MA degrees from Northwestern 
University in Illinois, and pursued 
advanced graduate study at Boston 
University. 

Though he said after the meeting 
that ahe isn't concerned about any 
one specific area, he did stress his 
main concernn is Wilmington's 
children and the prusuit of a solid, 
consistent curriculum for all 
schools, especially at the elemen- 
tary level. 

Spiris said he would like to see 
conficence established in the school 
administration. He looks forward, 
he added, to working with the 
school committee, especially on 
reorganizing the central office and 
keeping the high school renovation

A new underground storage tank 
bylaw for Wilmington moved one 


gn Monday 

night as the Aquifer Protection 
Task Force wrestled one last time 
with changes in the draft bylaw. 

Before the meeting ended, 
members gave final approval and 
agreed to turn the proposed bylaw 
back to the Bylaw Swdy Committee 
this week in preparation for a 
possible town meeting vote in the 
fall. Affected by the bylaw will be 
all large gasoline, deisel fuel, and 
home heating fuel tanks stored 
underground. Any other substances 
or chemicals must be stored above 
ground. 
At the request of the Task Force 
July 29, environmental analyst 
David Blackmar was asked to 
review the draft and recommended 
revisions. This he did in a letter to 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
Tt was this letter that task force 
members thoroughly pursued at 
their meeting 

Blackmar, alongwith Dick 
Emmet of the Conservation Law 
Foundation (CLF), suggested 
several changes in language and 
interpretation to make the proposed 
bylaw clearer and more flexible. It 
was also pointed out that the town’s 
bylaw would have to be consistent 
with new state regulations due out 
in a few years. 

Blackmar suggested the definition

Blackmar felt fiberglass tanks and 
concrete vaults required for a few 
tank owners under the draft bylaw 
was “excessively restrictive.”

Some discussion centered around 
a suggestion to limit tanks in the 
watershed or wellfield area. The 
problem with this, said Planning 
Board rep Carol Hamilton, is that 
the town alrady has tanks in the 


wellfield. 
Selectman Jim Stewart 
concurred, saying there are 


approximately five or six located 
there now. He agreed to change the 
language to read tanks currently in 
the watershed must be allowed to be 
upgraded within a five year period 
to meet new tank standards. Also, 
the town should try to limit new 
tanks rom placement within 1,000 
feet of the water supply 

At least two areas of the draft 
bylaw were clarified to comply 
with present state regulations

This summer, if your ice 
cubes taste funny, don’t blame 
the water. And, if yesterday's 
mousse has a bite of its own, 
while your cream and butter 
taste stale before their time, 
check the contents of your 
refrigerator, first, before call- 
ing the repairman. 

“It’s probably your food 
storage habits that are out of 
order and not the appliance,” 
according to Janet K. Felmeth, 
director of the White- 
Westinghouse/Kelvinator Ap- 
pliance Company Home Eco- 
nomics Institute. 

“That bad taste is actually 
caused by an accumulation of 
odors cirulating throughout 
your regrigeration system,” 
said Felmeth. “Ice and mild- 
tasting foods and beverages 
such as water, dairy products, 
desserts and sauces absorb ac- 
cumulated odors and tastes 
from other foods stored in your 
refrigerator."" 

What does pasta salad with 
garlic dressing in the 
refrigerator section have to do 
with vanilla ice cream stored in 
the freezer? 

“Plenty,’’ said Felmeth 
“Warmer air is drawn from the 
refrigerator, cooled in the 
freezer and is re-circulated into 
the refrigerator to start the pro- 
cess again. 

“Most odor is caused by im- 
properly packaged foods in ei- 
ther the refrigerator or freezer 
Since air circulates between the 
two sections, it is important that 
all foods are well covered to 
prevent the transfer of odors 
and flavors. 

“All wraps and containers 
should be as airtight as possible 
Only heavy-duty foil and plastic

wraps that are both moisture 
proof and vapor should be 
used. Sealed freezer-weight 
plastic bags also work well.” 

What doesn’t work, cautions 
Felmeth, is waxed paper, thin 
foil or thin plastic wraps. She 
also pointed out that both glass 
and plastic storage containers 
must have tight-fitting lids in 
order to be effective 

She advises you to consult 
your owner's manual for 
specifics, but generally, warm 
water and baking soda is the 
rule. It works well on painted 
steel, vinyl and other durable 
surfaces used in refrigerators. 


“For example, abrasives used 
on ice cube trays will wear away 
the coating and cause the ice to 
stick,’’ she said. ‘And, 
abrasives will cause unsightly 
scratches on black plastic front 
panels and on the new smoke- 
colored or see-through crispers 
and compartment doors." 

Yes, an open box of baking 

does absorb circulating 
oars, and she admits to using 
one herself. ‘Never, she cau- 
tions, “‘use this baking soda for 
cooking - not even ina pinch. If 
you do you'll add these un- 
wanted tastes to your baked 
goods.” 

Tape residue on the 
regrigerator's outside door is 
frequently cited as a cleaning 
problem, even with the newer 

erprint’’ textured steel 
doors. Felmeth advises placing 
a new piece of cellophane tape 
directly over the mark and gent- 
ly lifting it off. “Never use a 
metal pad or knife blade," she 
advises. ‘You will be amazed at 
how well your fingernail works 
on the textured surface."’

Muscular Dystrophy Telethon 


A Tewksbury man was found 
dead Monday night at his garage 
apartment in South Tewksbury. 
Donald E. Pollinger, 34, of 414 
South Street, was found in his 
garage by Tewksbury Police after 
neighbors in the area called about 
10:52 p.m. and said that they heard 
what appeared to be the sound of a 
gunshot . 

When police arrived, they found 
the door to his garage apartment 
kicked in and Pollinger shot to 
death on the floor. Autopsy reports 
showed that he was killed instantly 
by a single gunshot wound to the 
chin. Reports also showed that he 
was killed by a 12 gauge shot gun. 


Lieutenant Richard Mackey of the 
Tewksbury Police Department said 
that the case would definately be 
treated as a homicide. 

Earlier in the week, Pollinger 
was arrested and charged with 
assault and- battery with a 
dangerous weapon (a motor 
vehicle). Pollinger was charged 
with trying to run down a Billerica 
man, Kevin McCann, with his car. 
McCann is suffering from severe 
facial contusions and abrasions as a 
result of the incident. Allegedly, 
McCann, Pollinger, and a woman 
were involved in an argument 
before the incident occured. 

Police have no suspects at this 
time. 


Early cancer detection a 
Mammograms available at Choate-Symmes 


New studies by the American 
Cancer Society (ACS) and the 
National Cancer Institute indicate 
that one-third of all breast cancers 
are found in women 35-49 and that 
most of these cancers are tiny and 
easily treatable but not always 
detectable by physical examinaiton 
alone. 


Based on these findings, the ACS 
has revised its recommendations 
for mammography (breast x-ray, 
also known as xeromammography 
and xeroradiography) and urges all 
women 40 to 50 to have a 
mammogram annually or bi- 
annually, and annually beginning at 
age 50. The ACS also recommends 
a baseline mammogram for all 
women 35-40 for reference, so that 
their physician can note any 
changes in breast tissue that may 
appear in later xrays. 

In support of these recom- 

ions, Choate-Symmes Hos- 
pitals, Inc., has established a breast 
diagnostic service to make it easier 
for women to obtain mam- 


mograms. 
Vincent Sites, M.D., associate 
radiologist at the Symmes Hospital 
Division, is credited with initiating 
the new program, Dr. Sites, who 
will serve as the imaging director, 
emphasizes the importance’ of 
mammography as an effective 
screening technique. 
"Mammography is a safe, 
painless, and non-invasive tech- 
nique which can detect abnor- 


malities or calcifications as small as 
Imm. which may be located deep 
within the breast and are incapable 
of being felt during a physical exam 
or breast self-exam,” he said. “The 
high quality of the technique 
produces images that provide clear 
and precise data of the breast and 
surrounding tissue.” 

Dr. Sites emphasized at last four 
advantages of the new Choate- 
Symmes program: 

(1) Choate-Symmes has the 
facilities to offer mammograms on 
a private and personal basis. Unlike 
some hospitals, where women are 
assigned to booths in the same 
room, Choate-Symmes allows only 
one woman in imaging room at one 
time. 

(2) Because Choate and Symmes 
have the expertise and equipment 
required, there is no longer any 
reason why women should be 
inconvenienced by travel into 
Boston. 

(3) Because Choate-Symmes has a 
longer volume that in-town medical 
centers, the radiologists are 
available immediately after the 
exam to discuss any concerns and 
answer any questions the patient 
may have. 

(4) Unlike some hospitals where 
Appointments must.be made up to" 
{wo months “in , advance, the! 
Choate-Symmes staff makes every 
effort’ to schedule appointments 
within two weeks.

physician on the Choate-Symmes 
Medical staff to have a 
mammogram at Choate-Symmes. 
Any physician in the area may refer 
a patient to the community hos- 
pitals. A report and the actual 
films, if requested, will be 
forwarded to the physician 

Further, Choate-Symmes contin- 
ues to maintain a reasonable cost 
structure in order to put the 
screening within the reach of all 
women. Mammograms are 
scheduled Monday through Friday 
by appointment. 

"While the majority of breast 
disease is not malignant, early 
detection of any growth, followed 
by diagnosis and treatment, is 
vital,” Dr. Sites stressed in 
encouraging all women 20 to 40 to 
practice breast self-exam monthly

When breast 
cancer is discovered and treated in 
its earliest stages (indicated by a 
mass no larger than one-half 
centimeter), there is a 90 percent 
chance for a 10 year survival; one 
to two centimeter lesions offer, at 
best, a 75 to 80 percent survival 
chance. 

Between exams, any changes in 
the breasts, including lumps, 
thickening, swelling, puckering, 
dimpling, skin irritation, 
distortion, or scaliness of the 
nipples, nipple discharge, pain or 
tenderness, should be brought to 
the immediate attention of one's 
physician. 

Reluctance to have annual 
mammograms because of fear of 
over exposure to radiation should 
be dispelled. In an article in the 
July-August 1984, issue of 
"Cancer" magazine the ACS states 
that recent advances in diagnostic 
accuracy and lower radiation doses 
have made mammography safe.

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The day Japan surrendered 


Del Hunter of 9 Lang St., 
Wilmington wrote this reminis- 
cence in 1965. The Japanese 
surrendered 40 years ago next 
week, ending World War II. 

‘On September 2nd, 1945, just 20 
years ago, I was a gunner’s mate 
second class, serving on board the 
USS Missouri. I was a member of 
the crew of No. 9 gun, a five inch 
38 caliber gun, way aft on the 
starboard side. I saw the admirals 
and generals come on board, and 
the Japs too, but I didn't see the 
actual surrender, because it took 
place on the Captain's Deck, 
forward, and we were all at general 
quarters. 

I joined joined the Navy from my 
home town of Hugo, Colorado, 
when I was 18 years old, during the 
war. I was first sent to the Naval 
Training Station at Great Lakes, 
and then to the Gunnery School at 
San Diego, California. Then I was 
sent east, to New York. 

I was sent on board a brand new 
battleship, the Missouri, and was on 
board her the day she was 
commissioned - June 11, 1944. 
That makes me a “plank owner" of 
the Missouri. 

We left New York shortly after 
the ship was commissioned, and 
went down to the Panama Canal and 
on to San Francisco, In San 
Francisco they painted the ship for 
“Pacific” service, and this included 
the painting of the ship's deck - 
blue. 


That deck was made of teak, 
awfully hard wood. I know, 
because after the war, in Norfolk, 
they had some Navy Yard 
employees cut out the deck where 
the surrender had taken place, and 
put in a brass plaque, to show the 


Spot. 

I asked if I could have a piece of 
that deck, and one of the men gave 
me a piece. I sawed it over, so I 
know how hard it was, and then I 
hand polished it, and one of my 
shipmates painted on it for me, USS 
MISSOURI BB 63. 

Afterward they were selling that 
wood, for war bonds, but I didn't 
have to buy any and I got my piece 
honestly. 

‘After the ship had been painted in 
San Francisco we went on to 
Honolulu, and then to Ulithi, the 
great fleet anchorage in the western 
Pacific, 

Ulithi was a "safe" anchorage, 
and on the first night there, movies 
were shown on deck. While the 
crew was watching the movies we 
heard a plane overhead. 

We didn't think anything of that 
plane, because Ulithi was a "safe" 
anchorage, but then we heard an 
explosion. We thought it was a gun 
being fired - maybe ashore. 

But that plan was Japanese - a 
kamakaze, and it dove into the deck 
of the USS Randolph, airplane

carrier. We got the news next 
morning, when we listened to 
Tokyo Rose. I never could figure 
out how she knew so quickly. 

Of course I'was just one of 2700 
guys serving on that battleship, but 
it was something. We went on, up 
to Iwo Jima, and it was there that I 
saw my first action, on Feb. 19, 
1945. A kamakaze hit the ship, but 
it didn’t hurt us any. 

We went on to Okinawa, and on 
April 16th we had our busiest day 
of the war. 

Two kamakaze planes attacked 
the Missouri. The first one hit a 
turret aft of us, and the blood from 
that Japanese aviator was splattered 
all over the place, It took us a week 
to wash it off our turret. The 
fellows in the turret above us, a 40 
millimeter gun turret, had a part of 
that plane hanging on one of their 
guns, and a part of the Jap’s leg hit 
the turret. I have a picture of that 
turret. 

T'll never forget it. The captain of 
our turret was a guy named 
Johnson, and just before the 
kamakaze struck he had stuck his 
head out of the top of the turret, 

He saw that Jap coming straight at 
us, and he pulled back quick, trying 
to pull down the cover. I saw his 
face was as white as a sheet, and I 
laughed and laughed. 

If that Jap had hit our turret 1 
would have died laughing. 

The second kamakaze aimed for 
the Missouri's fantail where there 
was a lot of gasoline stored. He just 
kept on coming at us, and all our 
five inch guns, and 40 mm guns 
were blazing away. 

We followed that Jap, as long as

our guns could bear, without firing 
at our own ship. 

Fire control would stop the guns, 
just before they were firing at the 
Missouri, by a signal to the gua 


captain. me 

Johnson, when he got that signal, 
reached up for the control. He was 
so excited that he pulled it from 
“automatic” past "stop” to "manual 
control” with the result that the gun 
kept on firing - just one more shot. 

We were firing shells with 
proximity fuses, which would cause 
an explosion if the shell passed 
close to the target, and that last 
shell, the one that was fired after 
we were supposed to have 

just under that Jap. 

Ie: and lifted up the Jap 
just enough to lift him over the 
fantail. He did hit the airplane 
crane, and then went over the other 
side and exploded in the water. 

There was a tremendous 
explosion when he hit the water on 
the port side. I thought the ship had 
been torpedoed - but that Jap did 
not succeed in hitting that 
vulnerable spot. 

The Missouri used to transfer 
admirals, and other officers too, 
while we were at sea. 

It was ticklish work. The other 
ship would steam up beside the 
Missaouri, and they would throw a 
line (rope) over to us. The line 
would be strung between two high 
points, the officer to be transferred 
would get into a "bos'ns chair" and 
then be pulled over by the crew of 
the Missouri - riding high above the 
waves. 

The two ships had to steer the 
same course - exactly, and steam at 
the same rate of speed. Sometimes 
the two ships would roll in opposite 
directions at the same time, and 
then who ever was being trans- 
ferred would be dunked into the 
ocean. 

That happened once to Admiral 
Marc Mitschener, and boy, was that 
admiral mad! A wet admiral is the 
maddest thing there is! 

Admiral "Bull" Halsey and Ad- 
miral Spruance came over this way 
too, but they didn't get dunked.

of them, until after the was was 
over, whein I was transferred to No. 
2 five inch gun turret, which was 
located on the Admiral's deck, port 
side forward. 

Admiral Halsey used to come out 
and take walks on his deck, and he 
would stop and chat with the 
gunner on watch, so I got to talk 
with him a couple of times. Of 
course he never got to know my 
name - I was just another gunner, 
but he was a great guy. 

They talked about Bull Halsey 
being tattooed, but I never saw any. 
He used to walk around stripped to 


the waist, taking in the sun, so ifhe | 
had any tatoos they were below the © 


belt line. 

It was cloudy that morning, in 
Tokyo Bay, just 25 years ago. 

We were all at quarters, which 
meant I was on the starboard side 
aft, but I could see the ships and 
boats come and go, and I saw the 
various officials, as they came on 
board - even if I didn't see them the 
surrender ceremony. 

The surrender took place on the 
captain's deck, just aft of No. 2 
main turret. 

A highly polished table was sent 
over from the British Battleship 
King George V, for the surrender 
ceremony, but then it was found out 
that the table was not big enough. 

So they put it aside, and sent down 
to the gun deck for a mess table, 
adn that was what was used. 
Afterward no one thought of 
marking the table, and it was sent 
down to the gun deck, so no one 
could say just what table had been 
used for the surrender of Japan. 

I saw Admiral Sir Bruce Fraser, a 
British admiral, come on board and 
I saw General Wainwright, the man 
who had stayed at Corrigador after 
MacArthur left, and had made the 
surrender to the Japs. We took him 
afterward to Guam. He was so thin 
he had to stand up twice to make a 
shadow. 

General MacArthur was the last 
Allied officer to come on board. He 
was. brought out by a DD 
(Destsayer). 

After that the Japs came out ina 
motor launch, and we watched 
them go up the gangway, to the 
Captain's Deck. 

As I was saying, it was a cloudy 
day, but just after the Japs had 
signed. the surrender, there was a 
great change. 

About 3000 planes had a 
“flyover” Tokyo Bay, just after the 
signing, and the sun came out and 
shone brightly, for the first time 
that day! 

T'll never forget it!

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Neighbors oppose garage construction 


Tewksbury residents August 12 
Plans to construct a storage 
building behind an existing 
condominium type garage off 
Shawsheen Street. Residents 
questioned developer Gary Patch's 
plans to build a second building on 
his parcel which he said will be 
used to store heavy equipment that 


is Tepair. 

Heavy equipment under repair on 
the site, Patch said, is currently 
Stored outside. The new 
g will allow the owners of 
the condominium repair facilities 
to put their heavy equipment under 
cover, 

However, residents questioned 
whether Patch would be held to the 
plans he announced at an August 12 
site plan review public hearing. 
Resident's claimed Patch never held 
to his plans when he first built the 
multi-unit repair garage behind the 
Southworth Machinery Caterpillar 
dealership near the railroad tracks 
on Shawsheen Street. 

Patch built the facility after 
gaining a board of appeals special 
permit to operate a motor vehicle 
repair facility. He was later shot 
down by selectmen when he sought 
a license to also operate a truck 
trailer dealership on the lot. 

Patch and planners said the plans 
presented under the zoning bylaw's 
site plan review procedure would 
be strictly adhered to. Patch said 
the new building would actually 
help alleviate some of the things the 
neighbors had complained about. 

Neighbors complained heavy 
equipment stored on the site has 
tumed the lot in a junk area and that 
Patch, a landscaper by profession, 
did not hold to his promise to 
provide a buffer zone between the 
establishment and the residential 
areas of nearby Old Stage Coach 
Road and Vale Street. 


‘The catch basin would catch rain 
tun off on the site and channel it to 
a ditch that runs alongside the 
eastern boundary of the site and 
eventually empties into a wetlands 
to the south of the site. The water 
eventually ends up in the 

River. 


‘The plan, Jordan said, also calls 
for a stockade fence to be erected 
along the western boundary of the 
site. That fence will act as a buffer 
zone to shield view of the site from 
an Old Stage Coach Road home, The 
rest of the boundary around the site 
will consist of trees and shrubs 
planted by Patch. 

Vincent Bowen of 1561 
Shawsheen Street said the ditch 


The residents also say crews 
working for Patch cut down trees 
on a neighbor's lot when the 

i building was first constructed. 
‘They also complained that the lack 
of trees around the boundary of 
Patch's facility has allowed the 
noise from the operations on the 
site to filter into their back yards. 

Patch admitted his crews 
mistakenly cut some trees on an 
abutter’s property and that a law 
Suit over the matter had been 
cleared up. 

Patch plans to build a small cinder 
block storage facility that will be 
used as an accessory building to the 
primary structure on the site. He 
also plans to place a small addition 
onto the primary building and do 
some landscaping around the 
boundary of the site as a buffer 
zone. 

There is also drainage work 
planned for the site. The engineer 
for the project, David Jordan from 
Andover Consultants, said the 
existing parking lot would be 
re-graded and that a catch basin 
would be added in the middle of it.

He also alleged that 
Patch has never paid attention to the 
rights of the neighbors in the area 
when he cut down almost all the 
trees around his boundary and 
never replaced them even though 
he had promised he would. 

“We've already sort of been burnt 
once,” agreed Mary Ann Taylor of 
118 Vale Street. She also objected 
to the noise the facility creates even 
after normal working hours. She 
said the trees Patch cut down allows 
noises to reach neighbor's 
backyards and that because the trees 
were cut down the neighbors can 
hear the trains going up the tracks, 
something they never were able to 
hear before the trees were cut 
down.

Patch said he would like to 
replant the trees that were cut down 
last April in an effort to reduce the 
noise filtering onto neighboring 
lots. 

The residents, however, were 
asking why Patch did not replant 
the trees immediately after they 
were cut down. Planning Board 
Chairman Robert Sullivan told the 
residents the board would stipulate 
that the tees and the buffer zone 
will be put up before the building is 
erected. 


Planner George Donovan said the 
board may want to stipulate as part 
of the special permit for the site 
plan that a fence in addition to the 
tree plantings constitute the buffer 
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Patch also said that if there is 
noise after normal operating hours, 
he has not been made aware of it. 

Vale Street resident Michael 
Taylor asked planners to view the 
area before they make their 
decision on the required site plan 
special permit’ Taylor also said he 
feared what would come after the 
permit is issued 

Claiming: the site has been built 
based on one exemption from 
zoning laws after another, Taylor 
said the building has caused many 
problems for the neighbors. He said 
there is a security problem on the 
site.

there I was stunned to learn he 
was an athlete, something I'd 
always wanted to be, yet he had 
diabetes. 

His name was Mark and he 
said ‘You want to run?’ and 


And Donahoe has run like a 
thoroughbred ever since. 

During his 1982 training run 
along the borders of the 
Commonwealth, in preparation 
for a projected Joslin/diabetes 
benefit fund-raiser, Donahoe 
said he passed out a few times
